How to check your tension 

Before you knit these designs check 
your tension carefully. 

Take a pair of No. 10 needles, cast 
on 14 stitches and work in stocking 
stitch — 1 row knit; 1 row purl — for 
18 rows. Cast off; press lightly on 
wrong side. 

The tension should be 14 sts. and 
18 rows over 2 inches and the 
finished square should measure 
2 inches each way. 

If the square is bigger your work is 
too loose; try a size finer needle. If 
it is smaller your work is too tight; 
try a size coarser needle. 

If you knit to the correct tension in 
stocking stitch, you will knit natur- 
ally to the correct tension for any 
stitch in this booklet. 

If you alter the needles to obtain 



the correct tension in stocking 
stitch, corresponding alterations 
must be made to the needles 
throughout. 

Abbreviations ^ 

K. = knit ; P. = purl ; st. = stitch ; 
w.fwd.=wool forward; w.r.n.= 
wool round needle. 

Tog. = together; t.b.l. = through 
back of loops; dec. = decrease by 
working 2 sts. together; rep.= 
repeat; patt.= pattern; ins.=in- 
ches. 

W.3=insert needle purlwise into 3rd 
St. on left-hand needle and slip this 
St. over 1st and 2nd sts., drop with- 
out knitting it, then K. 1st and 
2nd sts. 

D.=Dark. L.= Light.

Two No. 11 and two No. 10 
BEEHIVE or MILWARDS DISC 
needles, measured by BEEHIVE 
gauge. Three buttons. 

See above for how to check your 
Tension, and Abbreviations. 

Coat is worked in one piece, starting 
at neck edge. 

With No. 1 1 needles, cast on 69 sts. 



and work 4 rows garter stitch (every 
row K.). 

Next row — (On which a buttonhole 
is worked) K.l, K.2 tog., w.fwd., 
K. to end. 

Work 3 rows in garter stitch. 

Next row — K.3, * K. twice in next 
St., rep. from * to last 2 sts., K.2 
(133 sts.). 

Chaise to No. 10 needles and work 
in patt. as follows: — 



1st row — (Wrong side), K.5, P.3 
* K.l, P.3, rep. from * to last 5 sts. 
K.5. 

2nd row— K.3, P.2, W.3, * P.1, W.3, 
rep. from * to last 5 sts., P.2, K.3. 
3rd row — K.5, P.1, w.r.n., P.1, * 
K.l, P.1, w.r.n., P.1, rep. from * to 
last 5 sts., K.5. 

4th row— K.3, P.2, K.3, ♦ P.1, K.3, 
rep. from * to last 5 sts., P.2, K.3. 
These 4 rows form the patt. 

Work 3 rows in patt. 

Shape as follows : — 

Next row — K.3, P.2, K.3, * P. twice 
in next st., K.3, rep. from * to last 
5 sts., P.2, K.3 (163 sts.). 

Next row— K.5, P.3, * K.2, P.3, 
rep. from * to last 5 sts., K.5. 
Keeping patt. correct, work 6 rows^ 
Next row — (Buttonhole row), K.l, 
K.2 tog., w.r.n., P.2, K.3, * P.1, P. 
twice in next st., K.3, rep. from * to 
last 5 sts., P.2, K.3 (193 sts.). - 
Next row— K.5, P.3, * K.3, P.3, 
rep. from * to last 5 sts., K.5. 

Work 6 rows.__^ 

Next row— K.3, P.2, K.3, * P.1, P. ' 
twice in next st., P.1, K.3, rep. 
from * to last 5 sts., P.2, K.3 
(223 sts.). - 

Next row— K.5, P.3, * K.4, P.3, 
rep. from * to last 5 sts., K.5. 

Work 6 rows. — - 

Next row — (Buttonhole row), K.l, 
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Work second Sleeve to match first 
Sleeve, noting that dec. rows will be 
worked backwards. 

Work Main Part as follows: — 

With right side facing for first row, 
slip remaining groups of 42, 73 and 
42 sts. on to a No. 10 needle, rejoin 
wool/yarn and patt. across ( 1 57 sts.). 
Next row— K.5, P.3, * K.2, K. 
twice in next st., K.2, P.3, rep. 
from * to last 5 sts., K.5 (175 sts.). 
Keeping patt. correct, work 2 rows. 
Next row— K.3, P.2, K.3, * P.3, P. 
twice in next st., P.2, K.3, rep. 
from * to last 5 sts., P.2, K.3 
(193 sts.). 

Keeping patt. correct, work straight 
until Main Part measures approx. 
4| ins. from division, ending with a 
4th row of patt. 

Change to No. 11 needles and work 
6 rows garter stitch. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP ‘ 

Omitting garter stitch, with wrong 
side of work facing, press very 



K.2 tog., w.r.n., P.2, K.3, * P.2, 
P. twice in next st., P.1, K.3, rep. 
from * to last 5 sts., P.2, K.3 
(253 sts.)^.- 

Next row — K.5, ♦ P.3, K.5, rep. 
from * to end. ^ 

Work 6 rows. 

Break off wool 
Divide work as follows : — 

Slip the first 42 sts. on a length of 
wool, with right side facing, rejoin 
wool and patt. across next 48 sts., 
turn, slip remaining sts. on another 
length of wool. 

Continue on these 48 sts. for first 
Sleeve as follows: — 

Work straight in patt. until sleeve 
measures approx. 3| ins., ending 
with a 4th row of patt. 

Keeping patt. correct, dec. as 
follows : — 

Next row — Patt. 6, K.2 tog., (patt. 
6, K.2 tog.) 4 times, patt. 8 (43 sts.). 
Work 1 row. 



wool, with right side facing, slip 
next 48 sts. on to a No. 10 needle, 
rejoin wool and patt. across these 
sts. for second Sleeve, turn, leaving 
last 42 sts. on a length of wool. 



lightly using a warm iron and damp 
cloth, taking care not to flatten 
pattern. Using a flat seam, join 
sleeve seams. Sew on buttons. Press 
seams.

Next row — Patt. 6, K.2 tog., (patt. 
5, K.2 tog.) 4 times, patt. 7 (38 sts.). 
Next row — Patt. 6, P.2 tog., (patt. 4, 
P.2 tog.) 4 times, patt. 6 (33 sts.). 

Change to No. 11 needles and work 
8 rows garter stitch. 

Cast off. 

Leaving centre 73 sts. on a length of 



Two No. 11 and two No. 10

Note : Carry wool not in use loosely 
up side of work. 

Coat is worked sideways in one piece, 
startii^ at Left Front edge. 

With No. 1 1 needles and Dark, cast 
on 64 sts. 

K. 5 rows. 
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Change to No. 10 needles, join in L. 
and work in patt., shaping as 
follows: — 

jt 1st row— In L., (K.2, w.fwd., K.2 
tog.t.b.l.) 8 times, turn, leaving 
remaining 32 sts. unworked. 

>2nd row— In L., * P.2, w.r.n., P.2 tog., 
rep. from * to end. 



V3rd row — In L., (K.2, w.fwd., K.2 
** tog.t.b.l.) 15 times, turn, leaving 
remaining 4 sts. unworked. 




4th row — As 2nd row. 

5th row — In L., (K.2, w.fwd., K.2 
tog.t.b.l.) 14 times, turn, leaving 
remaining 8 sts. unworked.

th row — As 2nd row. 

7th row — In L., (K.2, w.fwd., K.2 
tog.t.b.l.) 12 times, turn, leaving 
remaining 16 sts. unworked. 



W8th row — As 2nd row. 

»^9th row — In L., (K.2, w.fwd., K.2 
^ tog.t.b.l.) 10 times, turn, leaving 
remaining 24 sts. unworked. 

^lOth row — As 2nd row. 

^llth row — As 1st row. 

^12th row — As 2nd row. 

14th, 15th and 16th rows — ^In 
^ D., K. across all sts. 



Rep. these 16 rows twice more, then 
rows 1 to 12 again. 

*♦ Break off L. ^ 

In D., K.l row. 





Next row — In D., K.32, slip remain- 
ing 32 sts. on to a length of wool 
and leave, cast on 28 sts. (60 sts.). 

Work Sleeve as follows:— ‘ 
y'In D., K. 2 rows. 

Join in L. 

1st row — ^In L., patt. 56, turnjy^ 
2nd row — ^In L., patt. 52, turn.^^ 
3rd row — ^In L., patt. 48, turn.i " 

- 4th row — ^In L., patt. to end. 

5th row — In L., patt. 44, tunvfO' 
6th row — In L., patt. 40, tumA^ 
7th row — In L,, patt. 32, tumlj^ 
8th row — In L., patt. to end. ^ 

9th, 10th, 11th and 12th rows — In 
D., K. across all sts. 

Rep. these 12 rows 4 times more, 
then rows 1 to 8 again. 

Break off L. 

In D., cast olf 28 sts., K. to end. 
Next row — In D., K. to end, then 
^ slip 32 sts. from length of wool on 
to left-hand needle and K. across 
these sts. (64 sts.). 

K.2 rows. 

Join in L.** 

Continue on these 64 sts. for Back, 
working the 16 patt. rows as for 
Left Front 7 times in all, then rows 
1 to 12 again. 

Rep. from ** to **, then work 
Right Front by rep. the 16 patt. 



rows as for Left Front 3 times in all, 
then rows 1 to 12 again. ' 

Break off L. 

Change to No. 11 needles and work 
Right Border as follows : — 

In D., K. 2 rows. 

Work bdttonholes as follows: — 

Next row— K.36, w.fwd., K.2 tog., 
(K.6, w.fwd., K.2 tog.) 3 times, K.2. 
K. 2 rows more. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

With wrong side of work facing, 
press using a warm iron and damp 
cloth. 

Lower edging: With right side 
facing. No. 11 needles and D., knit 
up 212 sts. round lower edge. 

K. 4 rows. 

Cast off. 

Cuffs: With right side facing. No. 1 1 
needles and D., knit up 32 sts. from 
sleeve edge. 

K. 4 rows. 

Cast off. 

Using a flat seam, join sleeve seams. 
Sew on buttons. 

Thread ribbon through patt. round 
neck edge. 

Press seams.
